DEDICATION  OF  SOLDIERS'  MONUMENT. 

Mr.  Levi  S.  Bartlett,  Marshal  of  the  day,  led  the  procession 
of  Soldiers  of  the  World  War  from  Kingston,  Columbian 
Lodge,  I.  0.  0.  F.,  Greenwood  Council,  Junior  Order  of 
American  Workmen,  Harmony  Council  Daughters  of  Amer- 
ica, Students  from  Sanborn  Seminary,  and  pupils  from  the 
town  schools. 

Practically  all  the  citizens  of  Kingston  and  many  visitors 
were  present. 

Adams  Band  of  Haverhill  furnished  music. 

Mr.  George  B.  Stevens  was  the  presiding  oflBcer. 

Prayer  by  Eev.  Daniel  W.  Justice,  pastor  of  the  Congre- 
gational Church. 

Presentation  of  the  Monument  by  Eev.  Frank  W.  Whippen, 
pastor  of  the  Universalist  Chrch,  in  behalf  of  the  Helping 
Hand  Club. 

The  acceptance  for  the  Town  by  Simeon  P.  Clark,  Chair- 
man, Raymond  H.  Barrett,  J.  Edward  Stevens,  Selectmen,  in 
attendance. 

The  dedicatory  oration  was  delivered  by  Rev.  Elbert  W. 
Whippen,  pastor  of  the  Universalist  Church,  Somerville,  Mass. 

The  fine  oration  was  delivered  with  great  ability  and  com- 
ing from  one  of  our  school  boys  of  recent  years  added  greatly 
to  the  appropriate  exercises  and  pleasure  of  our  citizens. 

Following  the  oration  four  Kingston  hoys,  soldiers  of  the 
great  war,  lifted  from  the  monument  the  honored  flag,  bring- 
ing to  view  a  piece  of  New  Hampshire  granite  of  fine  propor- 
tions, in  which  is  imbedded  a  bronze  tablet,  beautiful  for  its 
simplicity  and  sentiment  of  respect  to  all  who  have  honored 
Kingston. 

Again  we  desire  to  allude  to  the  principal  donors,  the  Help- 
ing Hand  Club,  who  first  suggested  the  erection  of  a  monu- 
ment, and  by  untiring  efforts  and  perseverance  have  seen  it 
completed,  and  to  them  the  Town  accords  due  appreciation.

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Kingston,  in  the  County 
of  Rockingham,  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town 
Affairs :

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall,  in  said 
Kingston,  on  Tuesday,  the  tenth  day  of  March  next,  at  9 :30 
of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  ^  act  upon  the  following  sub- 
jects : 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  en- 
suing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  make  appro- 
priation for  the  same. 

3.  Toi  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $100  for  books  and  $50  for  repairs  on  Nicliols 
Memorial  Library. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  not  to  exceed  $50  for  Memorial  Day  ex- 
penses. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$943.92  for  street  lights, 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$1500  for  State  Aid  maintenance.  (State  will  pay  the 
same.) 

Kingston — Two 
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7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$1500  for  Trunk  Line  maintenance.  (State  will  pay  the 
same. ) 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  State  Aid 
money  for  road  construction.  Town  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$979.50.  The  State, will  give  $391.60.  Such  part  of  the 
above  money  as  may  be  needed,  to  be  used  in  completing  the 
road  construction  from  the  Congregational  Parsonage  to 
Mr,  Kaulback's. 

9.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  grading  the  main  road  leading  to 
Plaistow  from  Great  Pond  Bridge. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$100  to  repair  the  road  on  Great  Hill  (so-called)  near  the 
Exeter  line. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $500  to  be  expended  in  permanent  repairs  on  the 
highway  begimiing  at  Mr.  Platukas  and  extending  towards 
South  Kingston  as  far  as  said  sum  will  permit  and  under  the 
supervision  of  Eugene  C.  Kimball,  and  pass  any  vote  relat- 
ing thereto. 

12.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
in  addition  to  the  sum  in  the  treasury  for  straightening 
the  road  below  the  residence  of  George  M.  Bakie,  and  pass 
any  vote  relating  thereto. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  rescind  the  vote  taken 
on  Article  17  at  the  March,  1924,  Town  meeting,  and  in- 
struct the  Selectmen  to  expend  the  money  raised  under  said 
Article  17,  for  general  repairs  on  Powow  Eoad. 

14.  Td  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  not  to  exceed  $3000  to  purchase  a  Chemical 
Eire  Truck. 
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15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase  a  Snow  Plow, 
raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same.

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  the  following 
cash  discounts!  on  property  taxes;  4  percent  if  paid'  15  days 
from  date  of  bill,  2  percent  discount  if  paid  on  or  before 
August  1st  of  the  current  year. 

18.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  with  the  pro- 
posal made  by  the  Meeting  House  Green  Memorial  Associa- 
tion, Hampton,  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  install  an  electric 
light  on  the  pole  opposite  James  Daley's  barber  shop.

ING AND  PRESIDENTIAL  PRIMARY. 

At  a  legal  Town  Meeting  and  Presidential  Primary  duly 
warned  and  holden  at  the  Town  Hall,  Kingston,  N.  H., 
Count}^  of  Rockingham,  on  Tuesday,  the  11th  day  of  March, 
1924,  the  checklist  having  been  sworn  to  by  the  supervisors, 
the  moderator,  Mr.  Perrin  W.  Nichols,  called  the  meeting  to 
order  at  9  :58  A.  M.,  and  read  the  Warrant. 

Motion  to  act  on  the  report  of  the  various  Town  Officers, 
not  carried.  Proceeded  to  ballot  for  the  various  Town  Offi- 
cers, as  follows : 

The  Moderator  was  instructed  to  cast  one  ballot  for  Albert 
E.  Nichols  to  sen^e  as  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  Albert 
E.  Nichols  was  declared  elected  and  took  the  oath  of  office,  as 
prescribed  by  law.

It  was  voted  that  we  raise  and  aippropriate  the  sum  of 
$4500  for  the  current  expenses  of  the  town  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

Article  No.  4.     (Library) 

It  was  voted  that  we  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $100 
for  the  support  of  the  Library  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  No.  5.      (Memorial  Day) 

Motion  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $100  was 
amended,  the  amendment  being  that  we  use  the  money  which 
was  raised  for  band  concerts  last  year,  and  which  was  not 
expended,  and  add  to  the  above  sum  making  $300  in  all  to  be 
used  on  Memorial  Day  in  decorating  the  soldiers'  graves,  and 
for  a  band,  etc.,  in  dedicating  the  Soldiers'  Memorial  Monu- 
ment in  the  Town  Hall  lavm. 

Article  6.      (Furnace  for  the  Library) 

It  was  voted  that  the  selectmen  use  whatever  money  is 
necessary  of  the  retained  snow  money  and,  install  a  new  fur- 
nace in  the  Library.

Motion  of  Mr.  Tucker  to  raise  and  appropriate  $1023  with- 
drawn, and  it  was  voted  to  lay  Article  No.  15  on  the  table 
and  return  to  Article  No.   10    (Main  Street). 

Article  No.  10. 

Voted  to  raise  and  apipropriate  the  sum  of  $1200  and  apply 
for  State  Aid  to  be  used  in  repairing  the  highway  on  Main 
Street  from  the  construction  of  last  year,  near  Bakie's  store, 
south,  past  the  Universalist  Church. 
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Article  No.  11.     (Repairs  at  West  Kingston) 

It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500  for 
repairs  on  the  highway  running  from  Mrs,  Stella  Cheney's 
to  Bartlett's  Corner  on  the  Haverhill  Eoad.  It  was  also  voted 
that  the  expending  of  the  money  be  under  the  supervision  of 
Ernest  ISTason.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


Feb.  9,  1925. 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Kingston: 

This  is  my  fifth  animal  report  to  you.  Parts  of  it  refer 
to  the  year  1923-34  and  parts  to  1924-25.  All  parts  are 
dated  to  avoid  confusion. 

Ake  Kingston  Schools  Economically  Managed? 

A  common  way  of  comparing  school  costs  is  by  comparing 
the  costs  per  pupil.  The  cost  per  pupil  for  the  support  of 
the  schools  plus  the  amount  paid  for  administration  and  the 
per  capita  tax  to  the  State  is  $54.  This  is  $13  less  per 
pupil  than  the  average  cost  of  the  other  towns  of  the  State 
for  the  year  1923-24. 

How  Many  of  Kingston's  Futuee  Citizens  Will  Have 
A  High  School  Education? 

During  the  last  five  years  56%  of  the  boys  and  girls  have 
entered  Sanborn  Seminary  for  a  high  school  education. 
That  is,  out  of  every  10  pupils  that  enter  grade  I,  5  or  6  of 
them  continue  into  high  school.  The  average  for  the  State 
in  1922-23  was  58%,  which  is  slightly  higher  than  King- 
ston's percent. 

Percent  of  Grade  I  that  Enter  High  School.

Kingston     .'. 56% 

Part  of  the  credit  for  keeping  Kingston's  percent  so  near- 
ly equal  to  that  of  the  State  is  due  to  the  parents  who  are 
making  the  sacrifices  that  are  necessary  to  allow  their  chil- 
dren to  attend  high  school. 
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Most  of  the  remainder  of  the  credit  is  due  Dr.  Kemp,. 
Principal  of  the  Seminary,  who  has  been  able  to  maintain 
the  high  standards  of  accomplishment  required  by  State  ap- 
proval, and  at  the  same  time  to  make  school  life  so  attractive 
to  the  pupils  that  they  enter  and  continue. 

The  future  quality  of  a  town  is  determined  by  the  edu- 
cation of  its  future  citizens.  Let  us  all  work  to  raise  the 
percent  that  enter  high  school  to  a  still  higher  mark. 

Hov^  WE  AKE  Wasting  Much  Good  Money  by  Pock 
Attendance. 

Each  pupil  averaged  to  be  absent  27  sessions  in  King- 
ston; those  of  Fremont  only  10  sessions. 

Each  additional  year  that  a  pupil  needs  to  attend  school 
because  of  poor  attendance  in  order  to  complete  the  eight 
grades  costs  over  $50.  Furthermore,  when  some  of  the  cut- 
ters are  absent  from  the  shoe  shop  the  work  of  the  stitchers 
is  slowed  down  and  fewer  cases  of  shoes  are  made.  Like- 
wise, when  some  of  the  pupils  of  a  class  are  absent,  the  pro- 
gress of  those  who  come  is  hindered  and  fewer  pages  have 
been  learned  when  the  class  reaches  grade  VIII. 

The  two  most  important  elements  for  efficient  schools  are 
these : 

1.  The  skill  of  the  teacher. 

2.  The  number  of  days  of  regular  attendance  that  each 
pupil  has  in  which  to  learn. 

Why  is  it  necessary  for  pupils  in  Kingston  to  be  absent 
nearly  three  times  as  much  as  those  of  Fremont?  Let  us 
strive  to  improve  this.
